Approximately 140,000 posters illustrating a grade cross- 


ing accident have been distributed for posting along the Penn- 
sylvania System. 
A million stickers showing a reproduction 


of the poster will be placed on correspondence ?ent out from 
the variou_s offices of the railroad. Lantern slides also have 
been furnished to motion picture houses to call attention to 
the objects of the campaign on the screen.

Lantern slides also have 
been furnished to motion picture houses to call attention to 
the objects of the campaign on the screen.
